If city council does not 
sider the ordinance it passed pro- 
hibiting colored barbers from shav- 
ing white patrons, which it should 
do, thenat is hoped the mayor will 


recon- 


promptly veto the measure. 

It is very probably unconstitu- 
tional, but even if it can be fought 
out on that basi, the city of At- 
lanta should not have such an ordi- 
nance stand in its records. 

The Constitution expressed 
opinion of this proposed ordinance 
editorially Monday. 

It was not intended as a ‘‘segre- 
gation measure.’ No shop with 
white barbers serve colored pa- 
trons. No shop with colored bar- 
bers serve both colored and white 
patrons. Some of the best con- 
ducted shops in Atlanta are. oper- 
ated by colored owners, have col- 
ored barbers, and have served white 
patrons exclusively and 
torily for more than a generation 
—almost since the civil war. These 
shops are in the heart of the city. 
It is unthinkable that they should 
be turned over to colored trade 
only. And yet the owners have 
long leases—-and expensive organ- 
izations and equipment to main- 
tain.

Thompson was scarcely able to care 
for all the guests that applied to him, 
and the Loyds soon after opened their 
Washington Hall, and it was soon in- 
adequate to the demands of the in- 
coming and the traveling public. As 
the town grew little hotels and board- 
ing houses multiplied, but on the 
breaking out of the civil war even 
these were unable to take eare of the 
inrush crowds. Practically all of these 
hotels and lodging places were de- 
stroyed in the Sherman conflagration, 
but on the return of the fugitive peo- 
ple to the city new, but generally 
temporary, buildings were constructed 
for the accommodation of the public. 

It was not until] 1870 that the city 
aspired to a genuinely modern and 
ample hotel. It was projected by H. 
I. Kimball, and erected upon the old 
Atlanta hotel site, covered two-thirds 
of the entire block, and soared to the 
height of five stories, and this became 
the first skyseraper in the new At- 
lunta. Mr. Kimball inecluded-in the

Atlanta has also become one of the 
popular convention cities of the na- 
tion. Very early in our history the 
‘fer-seeing Atlanta builders sensed the 
| value of assembling here representa- 
itive bodies, to whose members they 
‘could show the achievements of their 
enterprise and the advantages of their 
city. Political rallies and conventions 
/were cordially invited and eared for. 
‘Commercial agriculture and fraternal 
,assemblies were frequent in the city, 
and the delegates usually went home 
to tell the world the good points pos- 
sessed by Atlanta. 

After the revilal, following the rav- 
ages of the civil war, this method of 
bringing the eity to the attention of 
the state, the south and the nation 
Lecame a passion with the promoters 
of the new Atlanta.

One big fine conductor from 
Hornellsville, N. ¥.. invited this writer 
into his room at the Kimball " -use 
and sheepishly displayed a big revolver 
that he had been warned to bring 
along with him as his only reliable 
life insurance policy during a south- 
cru tour. 

The traveling salesmen of the coun- 
try, then popularly known as “ -um- 
mers,” and the best publicity agents 
(hat a city can have on its visiting 
ust also held a great and hilarious 
convention in the city. It is likely 
that the advertising ‘they gave to At- 
lanta all over the nation in the next 
few years was worth more than any 
advertising fund that has since been 
ex pended in a buneh in our behalf. 
The general delegated bodies of the 
Methodist and Baptist churches have 
heen held in the city in years past, 
and the National Woman's Christian 
lemperance union held here one of 
‘the most enthusiastic sessions in all of 
‘its Jong career of 5O vears. 

Now, because of its south-central 
| position and its nation-wide fame for 
hospitality, Atlanta is unquestionably 
the convention city of -the south, and 
last vear no less than 208 conventions 
of state, southern and national char- 
acter were held in this city. 

We have a_ large municipally- 
‘owned charity hospital, named in 
{honor of Henry W. Grady, and the 
i'model orthopedic hospital of the world 
\for crippled children. The Wesley 
ihospital, belonging to Emory univer- 
sity, is one of the most thoroughly 
-eguipped in the entire eountry 

In the financial world Atlanta ranks 
‘among the foremost cities of the coun- 
itry., and, because of that, was th 
‘logical place for the loeation of the 
| Sixth Federal Reserve bank. Some of 
the 20 banks and trust companies in 
‘the city are heavily eapitalized and 
‘carry enormous deposits, so that they 
care able and generally concur in back- 
ing every rational and reliable enter- 
prise that attaches itself to the city. 

We have had here for 50 years the 
largest live stock market in the south, 
and today this city is second only to 
East St. Lonis as a distributive cen- 
‘ter for horses and mules. 

As already noted, the city has large- 
ly over 500 separate manufacturing 
plants. They fashion and finish for 
market more than 1,500 different ar- 
ticles, having a total valne of SS0,- 
000.000 per year.
